SiR, Head Dnarters, May 7. 1782: 


HAVING been appointed by his Majefty to the command of the 
forces on the Atlantic Ocean, and joined with Admiral Digby in the 
commiffion of peace, J find it proper in this manner to apprize your 
Excellency of my arrival at New York. : 

he occafion, Sir, feems to render this communication proper, but 
the circumftances of the prefent time render it alfo indifpenfible, as 1 
find it juft to tranfmit. herewith to your Excellency certain papers, 
from the perufal of which your Excellency will perccive what difpofi- 
tions prevail in the Government and people ef England towards thofe 
of America, and what further effeéts are likely to follow: If the like 
pacific difpofitions thould prevail in this country, both my inclination 
and duty will lead me to meet it with the molt zealous concurrence. 
In all events, Sir, it is with me to declare, that, if war mutt prevail, 
I thall endeavour to render its miferies as light to the people of this 
continent as the circumftances of fich a condition will poffibly pet~ 
mit. 

_Tam much conéerned to find, that private atid unauthorifed perfons 
have on beth fides given way to thofé paffiuns which ought to have re- 
ceived the ftrongeft and moit effe@tual controul, and which have begot 
atts of retaliation, which, without proper prevention, may have an 
extent equally calamitous and diffionourable to both parties, though as 
it fhould feem more extenfively pernicious to the natives and fettlers 
of this country. 

How much foever, Sir, we may differ in other refpedts, upon this 
one point we maft perfeétly concur, being alike interefted to preferve 
the name of Englifhmen from reproach, and individuals from experi- 
encing fuch unneceflary evils as can have no effeét upon a general deci- 
fion; every proper meafure, which inay tend to prevent thefe crimia 
nal cxcefles in individuals, I fhall be ever ready to embrace ; and, as 
2n advantage on my part, I have, as the firit aét of my command, en- 
larged Mr Livingfton, and have written to his father upon the fab: 
ject of fiuch excefles as have paffed in New Jerfey, defis ing his concur- 
rence in fuch meafares, as, even under the conditions of war, the 
common interefts of humanity require. 

1 am further to acquaint you, Sir, that it was my intention to have 
fent this day a fimilar letter of compliment to Congrefs, but am in- 
formed it is previoufly neceflary to obtain @ paffport from your Excel- 
Jency, which I therefore hope to receive, if you have no objection for 
the paflage of Mr Morgan to Philadelphia, for the above purpofe. [

l yannah, confitting of three frizates, fixty fail of trafports, 
forty of which were tepfail veflels, having two thoufand five hundred 
troops on board, invelted me the 6th inttant, at day break, and fum- 
moned me to furrender, upon honourable terms, at nine o'clock. I 
called my Council together, who were unanimons in their opinion, 
that as the ttrength of the country was then out in privateers, and an 
invalid garrifon of one hundred and feventy, fit for daty (on the Ram- 
parts only), and ju(t arrived, they advifed me to propofe terms ho- 
nourable. : 

Not fatisfied it was doing juftice to my charatter, } called the offi- 
cers of the garrifon prefent, the militia officers, and the psincipal in- 
habitants, who were unanimous in their opinion, that to make 3 de- 
fence of a few hours would not entitle them from the Governor but to 
terms of qifcretion.

Jamaica was the oviginal object, and we might 
have efcaped a vifit, had not the winds, and the’affurances given them 
by feveral of our own inhabitants, who were employed by government 
in flags. of truce, of the fasility of reducing this place, joined to the con- 
fideration of the risk of the veflels being on the American account, in- 
duced them to make the attempt, in which they have been too fuc- 
cefsful : but I am certain they adhere to their firft intention of attempt- 
ing Jamaica. 

‘Immediately on my arrival U gave your Lordfhlp my opinion of the 
inhabitants, and the (tsength requifite to keep the ifland in order. In 
the council of war, confifling of the militia officers and principal inha- 
bitants, there were thirty three unanimoufly of opinion to capitulate. 

Inclofed is areturn of their ftrength, and of the number of yeffels em- 
ployed by them. I beg your Lordihip will fufpend any unfavourable 
opinion of my conduét, until ft is properly inveftigated, which I have in 
my power to accelerate, in viitue of the laft article of the capitulation, 
which, though I did not expec, yet as it had been granted at St Kitt’s, 
the general handfomely inferted it.
